first time under Republican man- 
agement, voted today to investi-

Chairman J. Parnell

active year in the committee’s 
history.”

Lon Stiner, Oregon State foot- 
ball coach, says that if the Pacific 
Coast cpnference hopes to offer 
any kind of competiticn to the 
Big Nine in the Rose Bowl in the 
future, it is going to have to re- 
lax its rules a litle and “go after” 
the material. 

How right he may be about 
this, we don’t know. It is ob- 
vious that there must be some- 
thing wrong when a team rated 
as highly as UCLA is practically 
steamrolled off the field by a 


- team that many pecple thought 


didn’t quite meet the qualitative 
requirements to participate in the 
Rose bowl. 

As for relaxing the rules, we 
don’t pretend to know just what 
is done in the Big Nine that the 
PCC doesn’t do. Theoretically, at 
least, the Western conference and 
the PCC was supposed to stand 
for high moral qualities in sports 
and that was given as one of the 
reasons for the tie-up. Now, judg- 
ing from what Coach Stiner says, 
it would seem that maybe the Big 
Nine does a bit more recruiting. 

Regardless or whether this 
may be true or not, we don’t 
think that Stiner’s suggestion 
is the answer. It so happens 
that the 13 states from which 


the Big Nine can draw are 
more thickly populated than 
those in the West. Also, be- 


cause Big Nine teams haven’t 
been to big events like the Rose 
bewl in so many years has 
drawn national attention away 
from the fact that the Western 
conference has in all probabil- 
ity the strongest aggregation of 
teams in the nation. 


That is one reason why the bal- | 


lyhos that Ilinois wasn’t fit cal- 
iber for UCLA because it lost 
two games while the Bruins were 
undefeated was a lot of poppycock. 


‘It is very rare that any team in 


the Big Nine can go through the 
season undefeated; the competi- 
tion from the top to the bottom is 
too tough for that. 

The UCLA debacle before an 
Illini eleven that had to fight all 
the way to beat every team in its 
conference served only to focus 
the attention of the entire coun- 
a fact for 
many years—that the Big Nine 
conference is the toughest circuit 
in these United States. 

It’s unfortunate that more sports 
writers throughout the nation 
weren't as well-informed about it 
as they should have been. 

If a baseball park becomes a
